Washington, July 26.—While senate 
and houses conferees were beginning 
their work on the long-delayed food 
control bill sentiment among house re- 
publicans crystallizgd against further 
delaying enactment by continuing Re- 
publican Leader Mann's fight for cre- 
ation of a joint congressional commit- 
tee on war expenditures.

Former Speaker Cannon and Repre- 
sentative Miller, of Minnesota, made 
the principal pleas against the party 
leader's course, and although no vote 
was taken, the general agreement aft- 
er the meeting was that the fight for 
the war committee amendment would 
mot be pushed. 

Hope of getting the measure through

Adverse Report Is Made on 

All Repeal Bills Pending 
Before Ways and Means 
Committee of House. 


NO HARDSHIP ON FARMER, 
DECLARES MR. PICKETT 


In Sixty Counties Heard 
From This Year, Act Has 
Added $16,985,664 to Tax 
Digests, Reports Judge 
Hart. 


After hearing at length from both 
sides on the subject, the ways and 
means committee of the house, by a 
vote of 20 to 11, yesterday afternoon 
decided to report the Trammell tax 
equalization act repeal bill back to 
the house with a recommendation that 
it do not pass. 

Then without a division the commit- 
tee took similar action on a number 
of other tax act repeal measures pend- 
ing before it, reporting all of them ad- 
versely. 

In reply to the claim that the admin- 
istration of the law had been a finan- 
cial burden to the counties, which had 
not justified itself in the returns, Tax 
Commissioner John C. Hart produced 
figures showing that in sixty counties 
heard from this year the local equaliz- 
ing boards had added $16,985,664 to the 
tax digests of their respective counties, 

The expense of these boards to the 
counties had been $25,334.64, and the 
net gain in taxes had been $212,675; that 
is, the equalizers had brought back to 
the counties in taxes $9 for every $1 
which had been paid them. 

Division of Time. 

The committee allowed one hour to 
the discussion of the bills, twenty min- 
utes to the defenders of the law as it is, 


ltweny minutes to the repealers and 


twenty minutes in conclusion to the 
state tax commissioner, who is in charge 
of the administration of the law. 

Mr. Swift, of Muscogee, one of the 
authors of the equalization law of 1913, 
opened the argument in defense of the 
act. 

‘Enemies of the law urge that it does 
not correct all of the evils at which it is 
aimed,” he declared. “There is no man 
who will not admit that it has reached 
some of them. If any one will point 
to a single man who has been unjustly 
taxed on account of the law, I will 
withdraw my objection to its repeal. 
If the law is not properly administered,

NANSEN HERE AT HEAD 
OF NORWEGIAN MISSION 


Seek Working Agreement 
With America for Impor- 
tation of Foodstuffs. 


An Atlantic Port, July 26.—An offi- 
cial food commission, made uf of seven 
prominent Norwegians and headed by 
Dr. Fridtjoff Nansen, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, recently named by their govern- 
ment to arrange with the United States 
a working agreement for the importa- 
tion of needed foodstuffs, arrived here 
today on a Danish steamship from Co- 
penhagen. 

The members of the commission are 
men selected as authorities and experts 
from various industries of Norway and 
have brought with them carefully pre- 
pared and officially approved detailed 
statements to show the authorities at 
Washington just what Norway needs, 
and in what quantities, to provide for 
the food wants of their country. Their 
aim is, if possible, they said, to arrange 
an agreement with this country, sim- 
ilar to the one in effect between Nor- 
way and Great Britain for the exchange 
of commodities and the use of tonnage. 

Dr. Nansen, in an interview on board 
the ship, was emphatic in his assertion 
that Norway is not providing Germany 
or the central powers with grain or 
fats. About the only commodity that 
is sold to Germany, he asserted, is fish, 
and that in a quantity much less than 
what is sold to the entente powers. 

“The situation in Norway with re- 
grain and fats threatens to 
become serious,” Dr. Nansen said. ‘‘We 
are required to import approximately 
two-thirds of our normal consumption 
of grain and more than one-half of our 
fats. We have been depending on the 
United States to supply us with the 
greater-part of these commodities, and 
if an embargo against us should be put 
into effect it would be attended by se- 
results.

“Reports that Germany received 
grain from Norway are exaggerated, 
and use every precaution to pre- 
vent it. We are prepared to assure 
your country, so that there is no risk 
whatever in grain exported to us reach- 
ing the central powers.” 

Dr. Nansen confirmed previous re- 
ports that Norway has lost through the 
submarine warfare approximately 30 
per cent of its merchant fleet, or about 
800,000 tons. He added that all of Nor- 
way’s merchant vessels now were en- 
gaged in trading between the home 
country and the United States, or be- 
tween the United States and countries 
ef the entente.

PLAN WAR BUDGET 
OFTEN BILLION 


War Department Estimates 

Alone Call for Over Five 
and Quarter 
Next July. 


Billions to 


Washington, July 26.—The new war 
budget to carry the government 
through to next July and to cover ad- 
ditional credits'to the allies promises 
now to far exceed eight billion dol- 
lars and may mount to ten billions. 


War department estimates’ sent to 
congress today call for new appropria- 
tions of $5,278,636,000. for tHat branch 
of the military establishment alone. 
Estimates totaling another $1,000,000,- 
000 or more are expected tomorrow 
when the other departments report and 
In addition Secretary McAdoo has in- 
dicated that before the year is out con- 
gress will be asked for a $2,000,000,000 
appropriation to increase the fund 
available for loans abroad. 

As soon as the departmental reports 
are in the appropriation committees of 
congress will go to work on an imme- 


diate budget which probably will total 
in the neighborhood of $7,000,000,000. 
Bill Ready by Next Week. 
Meantime the senate finance commit- 
tee will meet tomorrow’ to consider 


what part of the new expenditures is 
to be provided by taxation and on what 
commodities the new levies are to fall. 
The committee hopes to have a re- 
vised war tax bill ready @arly next 
week. 

Congressional leaders do not expect 
to have to provide immediately for the 
additional credits to the allies, as treas- 
ury officials have indicated that no ap- 
propriation for that purpose will be 
requested until the next session. 

The gross estimates submitted by the 
war department today totaled $5,917,- 
$78,347, but that covered all existing 
and expected deficiencies in the depart- 
ment funds, including upwards of $640,- 
000,000 already appropriated for the 
aviation program. The latter will not 
be included in the budget, but congress 
will have to provide revenues to meet 
it since it was not on the ledger when 
the war tax bill was framed. 

Taxes Versus Bonds. 

How much of the new war expenses 
should be raised by taxation and how 
much by bonds or treasury indebted- 
ness certificates is a warmly-debated 
question. Committee sentiment tonight 
seemed to be in favor of increasing the 
$1,670,670,000 war tax bill only to about 
$2,000,000,000, with authorization both 
for a new bond issue, possibly at a 
higher interest rate and in serial form, 
and for issuance of treasury certificates 
of indebtedness. 

Secretary McAdoo is said to have a 
much larger levy of taxes, and a 
committeemen favor increasing 
bill's total by $1,000,000,000, or 
least to $2,225,000,000. 

Whether the interest rate: on the 
new bonds shall be increased is caus- 
ing much discussion. Some committee 
leaders fear it may be necessary to is- 
Sue 4 per cent securities. Such action, 
under the law, also would increase the 
3 1-2 per cent rate on the recent issue 
of Liberty Bonds. ‘ 

As to the of the new taxes, 
sentiment in the committee apparently 
is tending toward getting the bulk of 
the increase from war profits 
and incomes, 

Several war department officials 
will appear tomorrow before the fi- 
nance committee to explain their new 
estimates. 

Chairman Simmons said tonight that 
while the present year’s appropriation 
already totals $9,226,000,000, it is esti- 
mated that only about $5,000,000,000 of 
that will be spent during the present 
fiscal year. 

The largest single item in the de- 
partment’s estimate is $2,468,612,000 for 
fortifications.

Resolutions requesting that council 
“recommend some plan that would ac- 
complish the desired results in the 
school system, without crippling its 
efficiency,” were adopted by the board 
of education at its meeting yesterday 
afternoon, 

In the introduction to the resolu- 
tions the board cites the fact that, as 
a result of essential reconstructive 
work which it has proposed recently, 
it has been subjected to “persanal dis- 
appointment and consequent criticism,” 
and for that reason puts up to coun- 
cil the devising of plans. which it 
would consider preferable to those 
Proposed by the school board. 

The board fuyther passed a resolution 
calling upon council to transfer $332 
from the fund for vacation schools 
to pay Professor Landrum for the work 
he has done for the school department 
during the time the creation of the 
position of business manager of schools 
has been hanging fire. 

Resolutions of Board. 

The resolution asking council to 
solve the board’s problem, and express- 
ing 
the board’s efforts for the best of the 
department>"Is as foltews: 


To the General Council, City of Atlanta. 

The board of education recognizes and re- 
spects the authority of general councii in the 
matter of the expenditure of the funds of 
the city. In the administration of the de- 
partment of schools your board of education 
has earnestly sought to secure the best 
service possible with the funds intrusted 
to it. 

In developing greater efficiency in the sys- 
tem svine changes have been necessary, but 
in all cases your board has been guided 
solely by a desire to render. the 
public service. That this essential recon- 
structive work should have been attended bv 
personal disappointment and consequent 
criticism is of course regrettable. 

In the administration of the department 
of schools it becomes necessary for your 
board, in order to meet contingencies, to re- 
Quest from time to time, transfers of funds 
from one account to another. Unless these 
transfers are reasonable and for the im- 
provement of the school system they should 
not be authorized by council. We submit, 
however, that in the interest of che har- 
monic is co-operation of all departments of 
the city disapproval of the requests 
transfers should not be accompanied by 
Wholesale criticism of the board’s work or 
the honesty of purpose of its members. 

There is pressing necessity for conserving 
the city’s funds in all departments. The 
board of education appreciates this fact 
and seeks to make the funds allotted to 
schools secure the largest results possible. 

There are certain sources of waste that 
should be checked up and stopped, particu- 
larly in the matter of non-resident children 
attending our schools. To furnish schoo! 
advantages for non-residents is uest only 
expensive, but deprives resident children of 
seats tu which they are entitled. In addition 
to the whites who may be illegally in our 
schools, information has come to the board 
that several hundred negroes, with their 
Wives, have in recent months removed from 
Atlanta, leaving their children behind to 
enjoy the educational benefits of the city 
while their parents are contributing to the 
eommercial and industrial development of 
other sections. 


Lack of Accurate System. 
you know, the city provides 
lights and smaller supplies in the 
Way of crayon, pens, paper, ete. Ex - 
perience shows that in the consumption of 
the supplies of various kinds provided at 
the city’s expense, there is a wide differ- 
ence in the amounts used even in schools 
of approximately the same size.

Austro-Hungarians. The important 
towns of Buczacz, Tlumacz, Ottynia and 
Delatyn have been captured by the 
Teutonic allies, and the Russians also 
‘have been driven from the Tartar pass 
lin the Carpathians, and their positions 
‘in the Kirlibaba sector to the south- 
east. 

The withdrawal of the Russians in 
the latter regions apparently paves the 
way for the Teutons to re-enter Buko- 
wina, which, if accomplished, possibly 
; would make less stable the Russo-Ru- 
line running through Moldavia 
‘to where the Danube bends eastward 
ifor its last race into the Black sea. 
: Already Berlin reports the Germans de- 
‘bouching from the Tartar Pass to be 
headed in the direction of Czernowitz, 
jcapital of Bukowina. 
In addition to breaching the German 
;lines south of the Carpathians, the Rus- 
,Sians and Rumanians made large cap- 

ures of men and guns. The Rumanians 
took more than 1,000 prisoners, 33 guns,

ment, while the Russians took approx- 
imately the same number of prisoners

GERMANS THRUST

Again the Germans have made a 


vicious thrust at the French line in 
the Aisne region of France, and again 
they have paid dearly in men killed or 
wounded for a slight gain. The attack 
was delivered over a front of two miles, 
from Hurtebise to La Bovelle, but only 
to the south of Ailles was the crown 
prince’s army able to penetrate French 
first line trenches. In Champagne the 
French have captured German trenches. 

Over a forty-mile front, from the 
coast in Flanders to the River Lys, the 
terrific artillery duel between the Brit- 
ish and Germans continues, but as yet 
no attempt has been made by either 
side to throw the infantry into the 
fighting. The Germans are said to be 
suffering from ‘‘nerves,” and are rain- 
ing shells on every point along the

TO BASE HOSPITAL 


Atlanta’s base hospital will have 
worthy helpers in its equipment in the 
federated organizations of women in 
Atlanta. 

Mrs. Spencer AtKinson presided over 
a large gathering of women meeting 
at the Piedmont hotel yesterday morn- 
ing to discuss the ways and means. 
It was decided to campaign for a sheet 
and pillowcase shower August 7, that 
an emple supply of these articles may 
be procured and be ready when the 
base hospital opens. The various dry 
goods merchants have been most lib- 
eral in the prices quoted on these ar- 
ticles and the materials in their pres- 
ent stock, stating that later purchases 
by them will be at increased prices, 
and necessarily they will have to quote 
higher prices to the public. The gov- 
ernment having bought up vast quan- 
tities of bed linen, there is left only 
& limited supply and we want as muc 
as possible of the supply on hand to 
gO to the base hospital, nothing being 
Sained by a delay. It is the great de- 
Sire of .the committee in charge of 
the shower that everysavailable woman 
in the city and eounty and nearby 
towns be given an opportunity to con- 
tribute to this cause, and especially 
those who, up to the present, have not 
been called upon directly to donate any 
of the articles necessary for the hos; 
pital work of the Red Cross. 

Colored Women to Help. 

Any assistance from the colored pop- 
ulation will be received most cordially, 
for all feel that they should take an 
active part in this great work, their 
flag being our flag. Mrs. Spencer At- 
kinson, president of the City Federa- 
tion of Clubs, will confer with the 
president of their club, hoping to ar- 
range for their participation in the 
shower. : 

It was agreed that all 
of every denomination 
through their women’s societies, be 
asked to read notices of the shower 
at the services on Sunday, July 29, and 
Sunday, August 4. Committees were 
appointed to interest V@st End, De- 
catur, Marietta, LaGrange, West Point, 
East Point, College Park and Roswell.

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BOARD TO RESIGN 


Alderman Steve Johnston 
Says He Will Introduce a 
Resolution to This Effect 

‘When Council Meets. 


In a statement made last night Al- 
derman Steve R. Johnston, of the 
fourth ward, declared his intention of 
introducing at -the next meeting of 
council a resolution calling for the 
resignation of the board of education. 

Alderman Johnston made this an- 
nouncement following the adoption by 
the board of education Thursday after- 
noon of resolutions addressed to coun- 
cil requesting that since council would 
not agree to its reéommendations con- 
cerning essential changes in the school 
system, that counci] itself devise the 

lans by which these changes should 

e made. 

“The board’s resolution is insolent 
to council,” declared Alderman John- 
ston. “Moreover, it is an admission 
of inability to cope with its own prob- 
lems, and at council’s next meeting I 
will demand the resignation of the 


board. 


“The resolution is but another artful 
and skillful political maneuver to shift 
the blame on council for the ‘ousting’ 
of Professor Landrum, a competent 
city official, from the superintendency 
of schools job. I don’t intend to stand 
by and see council made the ‘goat.’ 

“The board did not seek council's 
advice when it demoted Landrum from 
the superintendency. It then demoted 
him still further from the assistant 
superintendent's position and asked no 
advice from council. It then tried to 
get council to pass up $2,000 to pay 
his salary as business manager-——an 
entirely new job--the duties of which 
are simple and have heretofore been 
performed by Professor Landrum when 
he was superintendent. 

“Times are too hard to pay salaries 
for new jobs, and if the board is unable 
to satisfactorily solve its own prob- 
lems, then it ought to resign. 

Alderman Johnston has led the fight 
against the creation of any more city 
positions on grounds of ‘“times' of 
&tress."’ Three times the school board's 
request that the new position of ‘busi- 
ness manager of schools with a salary 
of $2,000 be ereated by council to take 
care of the deposed superintendent, IJ,. 
M. Landrum, was denied by council 
due largely to Alderman Johnston's 
efforts.

grades; intermediate, or junior high, 
seventh, eighth (to be re-established) 
grades of grammar schools and first 
grade of high schools, and the regular 
high schools, which he proposes to have 
only three grades instead of four grades 
as now exist. 

C. Wardlaw, superintendent of 
schools, stated to the board that the 
Commercial High school will probably 
pe short ten professors next fall due 
to enlistments in the various armed 
forces of the nation, and to conscrip- 
tion.

Will Net Ask Exemption. 

The board stated that it would not 
seek to secure exemption for any teach- 
ers in its employ. 

Three new professors were elected to 
fill vacancies already caused at Tech 
High school because of the training 
camps for officers. They were elected 
as follows: 

E. L. Barlow, associate professor in 
Spanish; A. L. Barker, associate pro- 
fessor in science, and M. A. Askew, 458- 
sociate professor in shops and drawing. 

An eftort will be made by the board 
through the vocational and guidance 
bureau to secure free lectures for the 
high schools by prominent salesmen 
who are members of the Retail Mer- 
chants association. The matter. will 
be taken up with the Retail merchants 
who will be asked to allow their best 
salesmen .o give free lectures on sales- 
manship in the high schools during the 
rortheominge schoo! session. 

The move to have the salary of Miss 
Lula lL. Kingsberry, superintendent of 
the English Avenue school, raised be- 
cause she is supervisor of 23 classes 
and three schools in one ‘was favored, 
but action was postponed until the next 
meeting of the board in order to allow 
certain members to more fully investi- 
gate the move. 

Reassigning Children. 

The problem of reassigning school 
children who lived tn the burned dils- 
trict, and whose parents have not yet 
taken up permanent new abodes, was 
discussed by the board. It was decided 
that no definite action could be taken 
on the matter until the superintendent 
has been enabled to ascertain how many 
children will wish to return to the 
schools in the burned district, and how 
many children will wish to attend other 
schools. 

George D. Halsey, secretary of the 
vocational and guidance bureau, in- 
formed the board that fourteen young 
women teachers have satisfactorily 
completed a summer course in voca- 
tional education and guidance and 
training.

EQUALIZATION 
REPEAL IS OPPOSED

the fault is with the men selected to ad- 
minister it, and if the counties do not 
ultimately get good men to administer 


the law, the result will be with the peo- 
ple of the counties, not with the law.” 


Mr. Swift read parts of the law to 
show that one of its matin purposes had 
been to enable the tax assessors to 
reach invisible property and if they 


were not doing it they were derelict in 
the duties imposed upon them by the 
aet. 

“This law ought not to be repealed,” 
he concluded, “unless you can give us 
something better in the place of it. 
You have offered us nothing. The Tram- 
mell bill simply repeals the law and 
gives us no taxing system whatever in 
place of it, not even the outworn sys- 
tem in vogue prior to 1914.” 

Denies Hardship Charge. 

The next speaker, Mr. Pickett, of 
Terrell, denied that the law had worked 
any hardship on the farmers of the 
State. 

“The facts do not justify the charge 
that the farmers have been imposed 
upon,” he said. “In my county the 
land could mot be bought for an aver- 


age of $30 per acre and it is returned 
at $7. The man really affected by the 
law is the large landowner, who reé- 
sides in the cities and who gives noth- 
ing to the county the land lies in ex- 
cept taxes.” 

Mr. Burwell, who, as speaker of the 
house, cast the deciding vote for the 
law when it was passed, said that the 
opposition to it was due to misun- 
derstanding of its provisions. 

“After I voted for the law,” he said, 
“I found the people of my county up in 
arms against it and several mass meet- 
ing were held. I attended these mass 
meetings and, after I had explained the 
law, took a vote on it and not more 
than four or five in any case could be 
found to persist in their opposition.” 

Mr. Burwell denied that the _ in- 
creases in tax returns under the oper- 
ation of the law had been mainly de- 
rived from farmlands. He vited the 
comptroller general’s report to show 
that, of the eighty-six millions which 
had been added to the digest in the 
three years during which the law had 
been operative, only thirty-five mil- 
lions had been derived from lands and 
more than fifty millions from other 
property. Besides, the law had added 
to the tax digest nearly a million 
acres of land which had not been re- 
turned at all prior to its enactment. 

Position Taken by Bale. 


Mr. Bale, of Floyd, author of one of 
the repeal bills, opened the argument 
for his side. 

“Georgia should have a tax law,” he 
said, ‘and J’ am in favor of a tax sys- 
tem. My bill does not abolish all 
taxes, but goes back to the system in 
force prior to the enactment of the 
law it repeals. My attack on the 
equalization law is directed to its fai]- 
ure to produce the desired results. It 
has not done what it should do, what 
its advocates said it would do. 

“The people have received no bene- 
fit from it. Who can claim that there 
has been any fair equalization among 
the counties when lands in Floyd coun- 
ty are assessed at $12 per acre and 
those in Burke, the greatest cotton 
producing county in the state, are as- 
sessed at less than $4?” 

Mr. Taylor, of Monroe, pointed to the 
fact that the average increase in tax 
values between 1900 and 1914 had been 
twenty-six millions annually and since 
that time they were still twenty-six 
millions annually. The law has accom- 
pished nothing, he said. It should be 
repealed, he claimed, and the people 
relieved of the burden of its adminis- 
tration. 

Mr. Anderson, of Jenkins, another re- 
peal bill author, said that it was not 
fair to blame the faults of the law on 
the administrators of it. Nobody could 
administer a bad law satisfactorily and 
this law, he declared, had not given 
satisfaction or met the expectations 
even of its friends, who were agreed 
that it needed amendment. 

Judge Hart’s Argument. 


Judge Hart, who concluded the argu- 
ment. said that he wanted to correct 
the impression that he was a party to 
the law and therefore could not 
fair to those who urged its repeal. 

“IT have recognized that the law has 
defects,” he said, “and have repeated- 
ly appealed to Mr. Baie and Mr. Tay- 


lor to confer with me in an effort to get | 


together and correct the law with 
amiendments that would facilitate its 
administration and make it more gen- 
erally satisfactory. The administration 
of this law, which was an office entire- 
ly unsought by me and which I would 
be glad to be relieved of but for eon- 
siderations that Ll believe to be patriotic 
and unselfish, has been the most dif- 
ficult task that I ever assumed, far 
more difficult than my duties as judge 
of ae superior court and attorney gen- 
eral,

President W. E. Dunn, of the Atlanta 
Board of Water Commissioners, says in his 
annual report that this city’s. waterworks 
machinery is “obsolete and worn out,” and 
this startling assertion is emphasized by the 
report of W. Zode Smith, water department 
superintendent.

There is no city in the world that can go 
on indefinitely dependent upon facilities in- 
stalled years ago to meet increasing de- 
mands. This applies to the facilities of any 
department, but is especially and particu- 
larly true with reference to the water supply 
of a city. 1 aes oe 

As the city grows these facilities have to 
be developed to meet increasing demands; 
and, to say the least, ordinary wear and 
tear must be kept up with, because machin- 
ery and equipment do not last forever. 

Even before Atlanta undertook to meet

WOMEN AND THE UNIVERSITY. 


Women of Georgia are to be admitted to 
the junior, senior and post-graduate classes 
of the state university on an equality with 
young men students if a compromise Dill 
agreed upon between the contending ele- 
ments and now before the legislature be- 
comes law—and proves to mean what is 
said for it. 

The compromise bill provides for the 
taking over of Lucy Cobb institute by the 
university, and its maintenance as an in- 
tegral part of that institution; that the 
junior, senior and graduate classes of the 
university shall be thrown open to students 
of the Lucy Cobb institute, and that such 
students may be taught, at the discretion of 
the university trustees, with the regular 
classes of the university. The freshmen and 
sophomore Lucy Cobb classes will be taught 
at the institute—but they will have free 
access to the libraries, laboratories, etc., of 
the university proper. The agricultural col- 
lege is to be opened to women, at the discre- 
tion of its trustees. 

That sectlon of the compromise Dill 
which differs from the original act, to which 
the friends of coeducation in the higher 
classes took exception, provides that— 


“the trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia shall on or before the beginning of 
the session of 1918-19 make the proper 
and necessary arrangements and provi- 
sions for the teaching of female students 
at said institute and on said grounds as 
a department of said university except 
that said board of trustees in their dis- 
cretion shall provide for teaching in 
Franklin college such studies as are not 
included in the curriculum of said insti- 
tute department to the junior, senior 
and graduate classes thereof, and shall 
also have authority to admit all students 
to the use of the laboratories and li- 
braries on the present campus, and that 
students-of said department shall be ad- 
mitted to the state college of agricul- 
ture on such terms as its board of trus- 
, tees may provide.” 

In so far as this plan clothes the trustees 
of the university with power to open the 
junior, senior and graduate classes of the 
university to women, leaving the preliminary 
work of the freshmen and sophomore years 
to be taken by the women students at the 
Lucy Cobb institute, it forms an admirable 
solution to the question. 

But this ought to be plainly and definitely 
stated, so as to leave no loophole, no room 
for subsequent quibbling, should the bill 
pass—as we hope it will. 

In other words, if this bill is bullet-proof 
and contains no hidden joker, means pre- 
cisely what is claimed for it, and can be 
construed later on to mean nothing else; and 
confers upon the trustees power to act with 
the full authority contemplated by the meas- 
ure, it is good and should be enacted.

SCOLDING THE LEGISLATURE. 


According to The Macon Telegraph, the 
Georgia legislature is a thoroughly inade- 
quate, incompetent piece of governmental 
machinery, which is running not at all as 
The Telegraph would run it. 

Under Speaker Holder, says the Macon 
newspaper, the house of representatives is 
“a body that is impossible of action, incapa- 
ble of use and a travesty on representative 
government.” 

The truth of the matter is, however, that 
there never was a stronger house in Georgia. 
And whatever may be said about past speak- 
ers—good, bad or indifferent—and the editor 
of The Constitution is included in the list— 
there never was a better than the present 
one—Hon. John N. Holder. 

Unfortunately, Speaker Holder offended 
The Telegraph by being elected. 

The Telegraph admitted after the speak- 
ership race was ended in Holder’s favor that 
it had been gunning for him for months and 
months, and that the issue was very largely 
one of capital removal—which Mr. Holder 
did not know, neither did The Constitution 
know it; nor did Macon nor Atlanta know 
it. as is evidenced by the fact their repre- 
sentatives were divided in the speakership 


contest. 

However, The Telegraph was fighting Mr. 
Holder to the limit on that issue—it has sub- 
sequently announced—and since then it has 
never failed to take advantage of every op- 
portunity to manifest its disappointment at 
his success by attacking him. 

In its issue of last Wednesday The Tele- 
graph said editorially: 


It is doubtful if Georgia has ever had 
a lower house working to such indirec- 
tion, wabbling around headlessly, aimless- 
lv and uncontrolled to practically unhelp- 
able inaction, as the present body. Twen- 
ty-nine days have passed. The number of 
bills that have passed can be counted ‘on 
the fingers of one hand. 

This situation is fairly typical except 
that in past sessions there has always 
been the rules committee to step in, fix 
special orders and, backed by a Skilled and 
strong speaker, bring onto the floor of 
the house for honest, expeditious and 
open consideration the more important 
bills jammed and otherwise lost in the 
hopper. 

The latest policy of Speaker John N., 
Holder, who hag the distinction of presid- 
ing over the most unruly; noisy, and un- 
disciplined house in the memory of this 
generation, is that there shall be no 
steering of legislation, no skilled direc- 
tion, no functioning organization in the 
house, but that the house shall run it- 
self!

the city do this work at once. The commit 
tee found the money, and Alderman Kelley 
acting mayor in Mayor Candler’s absence, at 
once issued a call for council to meet in the 
afternoon. 

Mr. Le Prince is the government engineer 
who directed the anti-malarial work both in 
Cuba and the Panama canal zone, where he 
worked for ten years. 

The work of back-filling all marshy places 
near sewers will be carried on by the con- 
struction department with assistance from Dr. 
Claude A. Smith, city bacteriologist. 


“ATLANTA WELL SUITED 
FOR AVIATION SCHOOL,” 
ASSERTS GENERAL WOOD 


“The climate in Atlanta is ideally fitted 
for the army aviation school, and the prox- 
imity to the great army camps, with which 
the students of aviation can keep in touch,

WHAT ARE VITAMINES. 

For many years Physicians have esti- 
mated the nutritive or fuel value of various 
foods in terms of heat-producing power, or 
calories.” Thus, one gram of fat produces 
about 9.3 calories: one gram of carbohydrate 
(Sugar or starch) produces about 4.1 calo- 
ries, and one gram of protein (albumin) 
about 4.1 calories. For an ad@lt of average 
height doing light work a total daily ration 
producing about 2,500 to 3.000 calories is 
ordinarily sufficient to maintain weight, 
health and efficieney, and more is just a 
burden to metabolism—clinkers in the boiler. 
Of this 2,500-3.000 maintenance ration, it is 
generally believed that at least 60 grams 
Should be protein. which is essential for 
growth, building material and repair: 
although a considerably lower proportion of 
protein has been found adequate for the 
maintenance of perfect health and efficiency 
by Hindhede (as will be described in this 
department later). 

In recent years experts on nutrition have 

determined the presence of a crystalline sub- 
Stance in all natural foods, which substance 
seems to be essential for the prevention of 
deficiency diseases” such as seurvy, rick- 
ets, beri-ber! and perhaps pellaera. The 
substance is called vitamine. Some foods 
have more, some less vitamine. 
Vitamine stimulates‘the internal secre- 
tions, which are Physiologically necessary 
to perfect assimilation and normal metabol- 
ism. Foods like gpinsch, carrots, peas, beans 
orange juice, other fresh fruits, fresh milk 
(raw) and fresh meat and hard boiled volk 
of egg are rich in vitamine. The outer coat 
of wheat (bran and whole wheat) supplies 
vitamine plentifully: the refined white flour 
robs us of it. Baking powder destroys vita- 
mine; whereas yeast is rich in vitamine. Cod 
liver oil contains much vitamine 

Often babies on a diet lacking vitamine 
fail to grain in weight in spite of generous 
feeding: or they are irritable restless, have 
mucus stools or greenish stools. which noth- 
ing but an increase if vitamine will relieve— 
subgtituting, for instance, pure certified or 
other raw milk for condensed, pasteurized or 
Sterilized milk, and adding fresh meat broth 
and orange Or pineapple juice to the diet. 

Pasteurization destroys the vitamine value 
of milk, and, therefore. pasteurized milk is 
not advisable for prolonged feeding when a 
child takes little or nothing else. 

The vitamines, we shal] probably learn 
are Important elements of the food tn cases 
of anemia, dyspepsia and nervous deficiency.

Your dbdctor can 
have a dandelion pollen extract prepared by 
any g00d laboratory. 

Calcined Magnesia. 

Kindly state what effect calcined mag- 
nesia has upon an acid stomach. (Mrs. F. FP.) 

ANSWER—Like all other alkalies, i 
combines with the acid, neutralizing it for 
the time being. Ayd the resulting com- 
pound is more or less laxative in effect. It 
gives symptomatic relief, like saleratus or 
common soda. 

Swollen Glands in Neck. 

Please tell me what causes oné to have 
a swollen gland in the neck. This is the 
second I have had. The first I had two 
years ago, and it remained swollen for eight 
months. Is the condition dangerous” Do 
you recommend surgical removal of the 
gland? (C. G. -P.) 

ANSWER—Usually such a swollen gland 
is caused by infection entering the Iymph 
channels through a diseased tonsil or in- 
fected roots of teeth (which may be pain- 
less and only disclosed by X-Ray picture). 
It is not dangerous. Generally operation 
is unwise, unless the swelling softens and 
threatens to break upon the surface. Have 
the exciting cause removed.

ries, a system which has iong been in 
force as a party rule by the action or 
the state executive committee. It fur- 
ther provides for a second primary in 
the case of elections for governor and 
United States senators, where no candi- 
date has a majority of the county unit 
votes in the first primary. 

The expenses of the second primary 
@re to be borne by the counties, and 
only the two candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes in the first 
Primary. In the case of ofti- 


cers other than governor and United | 


States senator, the candidate receiving 
the highest number of county unit votes 
in the primary, whether it be a majority 
or not, shall be declared the nominee. 
Amendments by Neill. 

Previous to the resumption of debate 
on the measure, two additional amend- 
ments were offered by Mr. Neill, the 
author. The first specified that the 
expenses of first primary elections 
should be paid by the political party 
holding the election. The second pro- 
vided that all laws now in force in ref- 
erence to the qualifications of voters in 
elections should apply in primary elec- 
tions together with such rules as might 
be adopted by the party holding the 
election. 

The morning’s debate was opened by 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, in opposition to 
the bill. He began by saying that he 
was inclined to favor the county unit 
Bystem as a party rule, but could not 
consent to its enactment into law. 

“A great many of us in Georgia,” he 
said, “are doing things to punish the 
large cities. Our prohibition contests 
and-‘other fights have generated a 
strong feeling against the cities of the: 
state. That. ought not to be. There 
are times, I admit, when we have been 
very much. irritated against the cities 
and justly so.” 

The speaker cited the case of Savan- 
nah’s open violation of law in ttmes 
past and what he termed the “lynching 
of the best official Atianta ever had,” 
reférring to Beavers, former chief of 
police. 

“These cities are not our enemies,” 
he continued. “Suppose you apply the 
county unit system to schools. Then 
Fulton county would Keep at home every 
year to educate her own children $269,- 
000 and $164,000 for her old soldiers, 
which she is now distributing among 
130 of the small counties of Georgia. 

“Every democrat in my county has 
four votes to the Fulton county demo- 
crat’s one. By this law, you would dis- 
franchise 32,000 democrats of Fulton 
county, if all the voters in Fulton coun- 
ty were democratic and white, and most 
of them are. Is any system fair that 
makes one democrat disfranchise an- 
other because he lives in another 
county?” 

Mr. Culpepper, of Meriwether, reply- 
ing in favor of the bill, said that it 
changed nothing as to the county unit 
rule. It merely enacted into law a 
rule that had been indorsed time im- 
memorial by the democratic voters of 
Georgia. In every campaign in which 
it had been an issue, he said, the people 
had indorsed it. 

“That this rule has not worked any 
injustice to majorities in this state,”

In addition to this they 
would have asked 10 per cent profit, 
they said, making a total cost to the 
State of $3,650.61, as against $3,479, 
asked by the Byrd concern.

WAS MISCONSTRUED 


This Is President’s Posi- 
tion—*“Was Not Trying to 
Muzzle Press,” He Says. 
Writing Scorers. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 26,—‘‘I have 
never had the slightest idea of trying 
to subsidize the press, and I feel that 
my bulletin to the official scorers over 
the league has been sadly miscon- 
strued,” said R. H. Baugh, president of 
the Southern association, today, fol- 
lowing the report that two official 
scorers had resigned, and that others 
had threatened to resign because of 
a letter requesting that they refrain 
from unjustly criticising players and 
umpires of the league. 

“My whole idea in writing to the of- 
ficial scorérs was that as they were 
employees of the Southern league, l 
wanted their co-operation and assist- 
ance in mikKing the league a success. 
na few instances very unjust criti- 
cisms have been made, and after full 
investigution, I found those not: in 
every way correct, which did harm and 
was areflection on the Southern league. 
I want their help in keeping down un- 
just criticisms; in fact, as officials of 
the league reports of umpires’ work 
in their town, and conduct of players, 
sent daily to me, would be of great 
help, and I would thank them for such 
information. The hint that I was try- 
in to muzzle the newspapers was 
silly—I know them too well for that.’ 

In answer to the question as to 
whether any resignations had been sent 
in, Mr. Baugh said: 

. received letters from official 
at New Orleans and Mobile. 
seem to have misintenpreted my 
letter. I have mailed them letters ex- 
plaining my intentions. When my po- 
sition in the matter is made known, I 
believe that the scorers of the league 
will be satisfied, and that the scoring 
personnel will remain as it now stands.” 
NEW ORLEANS SCORER 
RESCINDS RESIGNATION. 

New Orleans, July 26.—Upon receipt 
of a special delivery letter tonight from 
President R. H. Baugh, of the Southern 
association, the local official scorer for 
the association announced he would 
withdraw his resignation submitted 
yesterday after he had received a bul- 
letin requesting him to eliminate from 
reports of baseball games criticism of 
umpires and players. In his letter Mr. 
Baugh stated his purpose had been 
misconstrued and there was no inten- 
tion on his part to influence the scorer 
in his reports of games. Newspaper 
reports and scoring work in New Or- 
leans, he said, had been’ satisfactory 
and the requests in the bulletin did not 
apply here.
